Nve Brown, of Syracuse, N. Y. I can 
nol adequately express how glad I was 
to see bun, after a separation of six 
long years — since leaving school. Hu 
and myself were classmates, and we 
talked over old days. It is a great 
pleasure to see classmates of old. The 
only city mutes we called on were 
Mr. and Mrs. Levi A. Lester. The 
others we could not see, though desir 
ing, it were possible, because they 
or rather heads of families were in their 
shops. After visiting Woonsocket, 
we, together with my brother Joseph, 
found ourselves in Boston, in the even- 
ing. Mr. Brown, wishing to know if 
he would be recognized by sn old 
Syracusian, walked, leaving us behind 
We wero greeted by Charles Letts at 
the depot. The jolly muto was in a 
conspicuous place, and Letts saw him, 
but knew him not. Mr. Brown took 
him by the arm a little too rough, and 
tho innocent fellow seemed bewilder- 
ed, thinking a policeman had arrested 
him. Soon as the supposed policeman 
wis recognised, the greeting was im- 
mense. It was an incident that can- 
not be easily forgotten. In the hall of 
the Boston Society, the gentleman 
made many friends. The meeting of 
himself ami Isaac Blanchard was one 
of the many happy events during his 
tour. They had not seen each other 
for a dozen years. They were old 
schoolmates. The part of Thanksgiv- 
ing day was occupied in sight-seeing. 
Messrs. J. E. Livingston, 0. Letts, 
J. H. Donnelly and the writer, ac 
OOmpained the mute from Syracuse 
In the dining room, Mr. Brown show- 
ed his hospitality by giving them 
turkey dinners at bis own expense, tell 
ing them that they should feel as if 
i hey had been at his homo in Syracuse. 
Then ihe Syracusian and myself went 
to .\ttleboro. where we met onr old 
classmate, W. A. Jackson. His wife 
and her speaking friend Miss Ella 
•lacksoii, entertained us in the house. 

re invited to a nice supper. 
Mr. Jackson did not differ much from 
what he was at school. He was the 
same jolly fellow. Mrs. Jackson was 
sorry -for Mrs. Brown, because she 
could not come here, and inquired 
after her. We left late in the evening, 
with a very favorable impression of 
many acts of kindness which Mr. and 
Mrs. Jackson showered upon us, as for 
mvsell 1 thought, highly of Miss Jack 
son. We hired a fast horse and made 
brief calls on Mrs. Follett and Mrs 
Mowi v. UN Powen. Brown held the 
reins skillfully, and I believed that ihe 
horse could beat Maud S. We did 
not. forget 10 call on Henry D. Siill- 
mau. On Saturday afternoon we went 
to Worcester, where I bade /)i»i voyage. 
We were almost inseparable during 
his stay. It was hard to part with 



Nathan II. Cheesbro, a deaf-mute, 
and a resident of Hooker street, was 
killed by the north bound train, at a 
point about one mile north of this 
village, on last Wednesday morning. 
He was engaged in picking up the 
coal which is plentifully shaken from 
the coal cars and which lies unclaimed 
by the side of the track. 

Mr. Cheesbro was accompanied on 
bis errand by Mr. Q. E. Risley, of 
Union street, who is also a deaf-mute, 
and from whom much information 
was obtained. 

Mr. Pisley desires a contradiction 
of the impression that he proposed the 
expedition which resulted in the death 
of Mr. Cheesbro, and says that he not 
only has a winter supply of coal, but 
that wero it otherwiw ho would not 
adopt so perilous a method of provid- 
ing fuel. 

Of the case Mr. Risley says that he 
was twice applied to by Mr. Cheesbro 
for the loan of a horse and wagon to 
use in the transportation of coal from 
the railroad. Mr. Risley at length 
consented, and offered to drive as a 
precaution against accident to his pro- 
perty. 

Continuing, Mr. Risley says that 
they left, bis bouse about ten minutes 
of io o'clock and drove to tho cobble- 
stone school house on the Paris road. 
At this point a crossroad leads east- 
ward to tho railroad track from the 
main road, which continues on three 
aartors of a mile to the crossing at

Cheesbro left tiie wagon at the cross- 
road with the understanding that he 
would, with his basket, follow the 
track to the second crossing, and 
there join Mr. Risley, who was to 
drive to that place. 

Unknown to Mr. Risley the accident 
occurred, while he was making the 
drive between the crossings, and he 
arrived at the factory just as the train 
bearing the bodv of bis friend passed 
on to LTiica. Upon tho non-appear- 
ancoof Mr. Cheesbro, Mr. Risley walk- 
ed down to the scene of the accident 
marked by drops of blood on the ties 
and rails. He then realized the truth, 
and hastened to this village to inform 
the Cheesbro family. 

At tho moment of the accident the 
train was stopped, and the body of 
the unfortunate man placed in the 
baggage ear. On reaching Utica, he 
laken to the OitJ Hospital, where 
he died about 10:30 o'clock, Thurs- 
day night, about thirty-seven hours 
after the accident, during which time 
he remained unconscious. He did 
not at any time recognize the mem- 
bers of his family who attended him 
to the last. The body was brought 
to this village. Friday night. 

The coroner's jury, IB a verdict 
rendered Saturday night, attached no 
responsibility to the train men, who 
could not have known tho victim's in- 
ability to hear the customary signals. 

an Henry Cheesbro was a 
native of Brooklield, from which 
town he came here sixteen years ago. 
He was a carpenter, and possessed of 
considerable skill in his trade. His 
family consisted of a wife, three 
daughters and two sons, the oldest of 
whom, Frank, is a barber at Glovers- 
ville, and. with his young wife, was 
present at the funeral. The funeral 
at I P.M., Sunday, was held from the 
Baptist Church, which was filled with 
sympathizing citizens.

Owen Murphy, an old man, who 
keeps tho Five Mile grocery, east of 
this city, on the Erie Canal, was rob- 
bed of about *146 in cash, near Stan- 
wix, by a deaf and dumb man, named 
John Mark ham, or Markin, while 
driving from this city to bis home 
about eight o'clock on Thursday even- 
ing. The deaf mute had been living 
with Murphy for several weeks past, 
working about the place. Muiphy 
has a broken arm and had the man ac- 
company him to the citv to drive the 
horse. Murnhy took a chop too much 
while here, and being disabled by rea- 
son of his broken arm, the robber had 
an easy task to to take the money 
from his vest pocket. Murphy did 
not suspect that the man was roobing 
him, and did not miss the money until 
after the man left the wagon, without 
explanation, at Stanwi.x. A man 
who passed over the road from Rome 
to Si an wis a little while after the rob- 
bery, net the Mark ham man coming 
i o ward this city. Markham was ruu- 
iiing. 

Mr. Murphy says that Markham 
claimed to come from Fonda, where 
ne buiied his father and mother some 
nine ago. He is about fony years old, 
has brown hair and moustache and ia 
stoop-shouldered. He wore a farted 
brown overcoat. Mr. Murphv went 
Home after missing the money, and 
did not report his loss to the Rome 
fKilice until next morning. A tele- 
gram was sent to Fonda, giving notice 
of the robbery. 

CLEVERLY CAPTURED. 

John Markham, who robbed his 
employer, Owen Murphv, proprietor 
•>f the Five Mile grocery, east of R .me, 
while riding home with him on Thurs- 
day night, was captured at Oneida 
early Saturday, by Captain John 
Doyle, of this city. Ex-Alderman 
Frank Wetzel went to Green's Cor- 
ners on Friday afternoon and return- 
ed on the evening train. He read a 
account of the robbery and a descrip- 
tion of Markham in the Sentinel, and 
recollected seeing a man answering 
the description buy a ticket for Buf- 
falo at the Qreena Comers station. 
He informed Chief Byrnes, who, 
knowing that the train on which 
Markham probably took passage only 
ran as far as Oneida, telegraphed to 
an offioer there and received M an- 
swer saying that the man was there. 
Captain Doyle went to Oneida on the 
3:16 a.m. train, and by direction of 
Officer J. B, Miller found Markham 
lodging at the Globe Hotel. Captain 
Doyle arrested him and brought, him 
io Home on the next train. Markham 
had purchased a valise, a new suit of 
clothes, underclothing, a white shirt, 
collar, necktie, socks and a Si itch cap. 
In his pocket was found Murphy's 
white leather wallet containing $16. 
Markham was arraigned before Record- 
er Dunning, charged with larceny from 
tho person. He pleaded guiliy and 
was committed to await the action of 
i he grand jury. The grand jury being 
in session. Ins case was presented Sat- 
urday and lie was indicted. 

During the time Markham was at 
Murphy's he played the part of a deaf- 
mute, and only communicated with 
those about him by writing. Since 
hia arrest it was learned that he 
could hear very well and talk German 
very readily. He was born in Ger- 
many. Since he camo to this country 
he lived live yoars in New York City 
and two years in L.iekport. He was 
obliged to take oh* his new wearing 
apparel and put on his old clothes. 
He did not appear to be at. all alarm- 
ed, and took matters very good natur- 
edly.
